WELCOME HOME. — 


Prentice Tiller,the $100,000 Fail- 
ure, Arrived This Morning. 


He Says a Sprained Ankle Pre- 
vented the Steal From Be- 
ing Greater, 


He Made Three Trips in Carrying off the 
Swag, and There Were Five Satchels 
Full—He Still Insists He Was Alone 
in the Robbery—He Spends the Day at 
the Lindell Aiding the Company to 
Straighten the Books. 
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Prentice Tiller. 

The Chicago and Alion train was three-quar- 
ters of an hour late in its arrival this morning, 
and its most distinguished passenger was Pren 
tice Tiller, who indignantly protests against his 
name being spelied Prentiss, as it has been in the 
papers and placards announcing his 
infamy. When the Post-DISPATCH  re- 
porter boarded the sleeper, there ~ was 
some difficulty in gaining aglimpse of the col- 
lapsed sensation owing to the fact that he and his 
captors hiad found it necessary to seek the Siu 


mob which invaded the train at each siation ail 
through the early part of the night. 
Although he had been riding since eariy 


yesterday afternoon, and had dozed 
only for a few short periods Guring the night, he 
was not at all dismal, His custodians, Mr. Thiel 
of the Thiel Detective Agency,and Mr. Shepherd, 
assistant general manager of the U. 8S. Express 
Compuby, were so elated at the cutcome of their 
hurried trip to Milwaukee that they had felt no 
need for slumber even though duty had not Ten- 
dered it impracticable, Lolling in a perfectly seli- 
satisfied way upon one of the seats in the 
smoking-room, the fellow pregentea a picture as 
utterly unlike the popular conception of him, 
based upon the descriptions printed, as it coula be 
ossivle 10 conceive. He was the ideal tramp. 
lis make-up proved him to have a 
considerable degree of artistic merit. as it 
was consistent from his scalp to his heels. His 
pants, of very coarse and not over-clean stuff, 
failed by several inches to reach the tops of his 
coarse, leather-stringed brogaus, and between 
pants and leather were displayed a pair of wovlen 
socks. His vest had seen much service 
on somebody else, and was of 
ray cloth, with no particular stvie. 
iscoat, which belonged to another family of 
habiliments than his vest and pants, was of blue 
cloth, and was very defective as to fit. On bis 
head was a cloth cap, which would probably be 
very much in style in the lumber regions almost 
in sight of which he was eaptured.The man’s face 
needed no disguise to render it suitable to the 
character of a tough sort of tramp that he had 
assumed, and its delicate villous tint was very 
strikingly foiled by a piece of red flannei that ex- 
tended well up bis long neck from under his vest 
A great deal has been published about the young 
man’s very abundant crop of pimples, a_ striking 
feature by which to identify him. Now the popular 
understanding is that pimpies are inthe nature 
of eruptions, but the characteristic that first 
strikes the observer of Mr. Tiller’s tace is a large 
expanse of pit-marks,as though he had hada 
frightful case of smail-pox, tne depressions beiug 
made more conspicuous by thefact thata hich 
color pervaded all of them. His complexion 
and hair are of the sandy description that has 
been ascribed to .him, and his face is of that 
peculiar sort which, after you have looked at it 
for half an hour or more, leaves you in doubt 
whether you suw a_ iight mustache 
on it or not. Asa matter of fact, Mr. Tiller has 
not the mustache be used to wear, owing toa 
mistaken idea of his that by taking it off he 
changed his aspeet. The red wig which he wore 
when he was arrested wis uot on him, 
but otherwise his costume was the same. 
Tne trip of Mr. Tiller from Miiwaukee to St. 
Louis will probably be a memorable event for 
him—as memorable as that of Frank James from 
Jefferson Ciiy to Independeuce—and the story of 
it will be of absorbing interest to his unfortunate 
children, should be ever be afatner. The peo- 
ple of Milwaukee were thoroughiy stirred 
up over the capture, and seemed to 
appreciate its importance fuliy as well as do the 
people of St. Louis. In the first place, their 
opinion of the Souihern people, with whom Si. 
Louisans are classed, is not ai all exaitea, and 
when Tiller announced with a chivalrie air that 
ne was afull fledged Kentuckian, he went down 
more points in their estimia- 
In the next place, as ‘one of 
the gentlemen of the party put il, “they nave an 
idea that ali Missourians are not only Southern- 
ers, butare confederates of the Frank James 
band,” and conseqnently regard themas a species 
to be avoided, In the third place, the Potice De- 
partment there Was Much Wroth because the ex- 
press company, ou learning that Tiller was in Mil- 
waukee, sent detectives there to hunt bim without 
iving any intimation of their mission to the 
ocal detectives. Under these circumstances the 
greatest diplomacy Was necessary in order to se- 
cure any favorable treatment, and the fact that 
the gentlemen representing tue company suc- 
ceeded in getling away with both man and money 
without playing a star engagement in the 
Milwaukee courts is very creditable to their dis- 
cretion.

The party entered 
a carriage at the foot of the Main street stairs 
aud were driven to the Lindell Hotel, stopping 
at the ladies’ entrance to avoid the crowd 
in the corridors. Hurrying into the elevator they 
were taken to the third floor, and in another 
minute they were established for the morning io 
Mr. Morsman’s headquarters, room No. 305. A 
waiter was rung for, and the best breakfast 
that the hotel provided was ordered for 
all of the party except Mr, 
Thiel, whose business calied him away. A bar- 
ber was sent for anda the young man’s fuzzy face 
was shaven clean and he was thoroughly fresh- 
ened up. He ate his breakfast with a great relish 
and was a cheery table companion. Alter 
breakfast, according to a promise made on 
the train. he entered upon an examination of the 
express company s recordspwith Mr. Morsman,tor 
the purpose of enabling the company to straighten 
up its ailairs and know the worst. With his aid 
everything can be put in ship-shape in a 
day, and the full extent of the stealage 
can be determined.

“Goa in his glory 
be good to me,” said the poor fellow devuutly, 
and turned into his cell. Deputy Lambert 
assisted bim in putting on a coarse pair of 
white gloves, while another deputy proceeaed 
to pinion him. Then Sheriff Mason took 
the condemned by the arm, the deputies 
following, and all moved out through the 
south exit of the jail to the jail-yard. The 
prisoner’s face wore the still, calm look un- 
til he reached the seaffold, when the crowd 
which had followed him distributed themselves 
about the yard. 


The Exeeution. 

At the time the procession moved into the Jail 
yard, it contained about 200 spectators, among 
whom were School Director Bornmueller, ef the 
Fourteenth Ward: White Carroll, John Rucker, 
Andy Clabby, Presley Jones, James Egan, Henry 
Pins, Rudolvh Kornberger, John Bryan, Billy 
Mortimer, Bass Heuderson, Officers Yackel, 
Heuer and Hvynt of the Belleville police foree, 
and others. The hanging passed off in 
an extremely common plaee-manner, the only 
incident of note connectea with it being the 
Prayer made by the Rev. Mr. Claiborne just pre- 
vious to the falling of the trap. The demeanor of 
the doomed man was admirable. He walked to 
the scaffold with firmness and sustained himseif 
through the last trying moments with dignity, 
displaying a courage which had no element of 
bravado in it, It had been expected by many in 
the crowd that he would make a speech, but 
when asked whether he wished to do so he re- 
plied quietly in the negative. For a few moments 
the Rev. Mr. Claiborne, whe had been in constant 
attendance upon Lewis since 7 o’clock in

We 
more especially ask Thee to makeol this sad 
event alasting impression. so that we survivors 
may truly believe that the way of the transgress- 
oris bard. Give us such characters and disposi- 
tions as will help us to lead true aud honest 
lives on this earth and to gain everlasting life 
hereafter. Bless the officers of this occasion, and 
bless his friends and his enemies; hear us ia our 
weak and feebie petition, and accept our praise 
or ever andever. Amen.” 
At the conclusion of his prayer the minister 
tMrned and shook hands for the last time with 
Lewis. He was followed by the Sheriff 
‘and bis deputies. The last of those to 
te take Lewis’ band was Bob Humphries, 
‘who a moment later made the fina! preparations 
for the closing of the seene. The black cap was 
over Lewis’ face, andin a moment after 
the rope was placed in position and drawn taut. 


Phen avexactly 8:07 a.m. the drop fell and the 
_ bwavy body darted downwards. Death was evi- 
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but immediately afterwards began to relax, and 
ip addition to the pulsations noted by the doctors, 
only a few faint twitchings and tremors gave evi- 
denee that life was net actually extinet. 
AS SOON AS THE BODY DROPPED 

the wrists were caught by Dr.Gib Carson the 
city physician, and Dr. Luiz. Police Commis. 
sioner, who, with Dr. Nidelet, the Coroner, formed 
the physicians’ guard beneath the scaffold. There 
was bo movement of the limbs beyond the first 
contortion, The pulse for the firsttwo minutes 
was even and reguiar. During the next minute 
it weakened and in the fourth minute began to 
intermit, ‘Three strokes and an intermit now,” 
said Dr. Carson. “Two intermits on this side,” 
Dr. Lutz replied. At four minutes and a half the 
pulse became feeble and at five minutes flagged. 
After eight minutes it became rapid, beating 
feebly, however, and then slowly subsided un- 
til ten minutes had elapsed, when it 
stopped altogether. The doctors took their 
fingers away from the wrists then, and the crowd 
began to disappear, The vody was allowed fo re- 
main hanging for six In Hites longer, andthen the 
order was given to Bob Humphries to cut it down. 
A stretcher was iaid along the ground in sucha 
position as to receive the body properly; officers 
caught held of the inert figure, and the keen 
blade of Ifumpuries’ knife severed the rope bigh 
up ata stroke, The body dropped limply inte the 
arms of the men below, who taid {t out on the 
stretcher, then picked the stretcher up and car- 
ried itinto the Morgue. The aoctors followed, 
and, as they enterea, the wary police officers 
closed the door against those who attempted to 
foilow. The crowd walked out of the west gate 
in groups of twos and threes, and in two minutes 
the jail-yard was deserted by every one save po- 
licemen. 

During the whole performance the crowd gazed 
on the scene without giving the slightest evi- 
dence of feeling or emotion. All that w.s visible 
to them was the jerked-up head of the dying man 
andthe body to the waist, the group of doctors 
shutting out a sight of the rest of the figure 
There was a marked absence of colored people 
in the crowd.

The Crime. 

At dusk on the 13th of October, 1876, the 
screams of one woman aud the groahs of another, 
as they issued from the hallway of 815 Market 
street, arrested the progress of the pedestrians 
on that thoroughfare at that hour. A crowd gath- 
ered about the narrow hallway out of which Mary 
Lewis, a colored woman, staggered. A track of 
blood on. the sidewalk marked her path 
to a drug store located a few feet east 
of the above number. When assistance 
arrived, Emma Louisa Horner, a colored woman, 
living in the same yard, came from her room 
and gave an account of the murder,of which she 
was the only eye-witness. Matthew Lewis, who. 
was also Known by the name of Bolton, lived in 
the yard in rear of 815 Market streetwithhis wife, 
Mary Lewis. Matt had been employed ov the 
river, hnd during his absence bis wife's con- 
duct was none above reproach. Hear 
ing these reports on his return caused se- 
rious aisturbances in the households 
settled in the manner usual among the class of 
which they were members. These disturbances 
led to Lewis’ arrest and his inearceration in the 
Work House on one occasivn. Mary Lewis 
worked for a family on Chestnut street, between 
Eighth and Ninth streets, but slept in her own 
room across the ailey, On the evening of October 
13 Mary Lewis, Emma Horner ana two other col- 
ored women were on the sidewalks when Matt 
Lewis came up and speke to the women. 
George Fisher, a colored man whose ame had 
been connected with Mrs, Lewis’, then came up. 
Mrs, Lewis steppea forward to speak to Fisher, 
when her husband angrily interfered and saia if 
you Want to speak to him you'll have to go to the 
woods.” 

The woman sajd sne did pot see any harm in 
speaking to the man,and his remark was re- 
warded witha blow. The woman left and walked 
up to Ninth and Market streets for some beer for 


the family for wluch she worked, When retura- 
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moved @ little and the legs were onee drawn up, 


ing with Emma Horner the couple were joined by 
Matt Lewis, when the talk apout Fisher, who had 
in the meantime disappeared,wis renews. A 

remark of the woman was accompanied by a 
slap in the face, As she wiped the 
blood from her lips she started back to the house 
at which she was employed, but her husband or- 
dered her to go intu her own house and wash the 
blood from her tace. Emma Horner tells the 
story of what followed. We had only walked 4 
tew feet when Mary caught me by the shoulder. 
I did not pay any attention, but walked on. she 
clasped me about the waist then, and I surned. 
Matt Lewis had a knife in his hand 
and had truck her in the breast; 
as I turned he grabbed her by the hair and puiled 
her head buck and stabbed herin the face aud 
heck, I sereamed and started torun when he 
made two lunges at me but missed me. I said, 
‘don’t do that, Matthew.’ I then ran into the 
yardtomy room, As I left the hail-way Matt 
pushed her against the wall and made another 
blow at her face.” 

Where Lewis went after the murder 
the woman never attempted tv state 
during all the trials at which she testified, 
The wife of Lewis was taken to the Dispensary 
and died a few moments tater. A Coroner’s jury 
found Matthew Lewis respousivie for the death, 
and the police took up the geareh for the man. 
On September 13, 1877, a year liter, Matthew 
Lewis was arrested while at.work onthe river 
landing at Washington, Mo., by Officer Uassidy. 
He was brought to this city and commit- 
ted to jail, From the day that the officer 
made Lewis his prisoner until this morning 
Lewis has persistently denied his guilt, claiming, 
that he was in Washington on the day of the 
murder, 

THE FOUR TRIALS. 

On this defense he went to trial, and at the 
hearing preceding the last trial produced four 
witnesses who swore that he was working at 
Washington, Mo, During the past seven years 
Lewis had often been within the shadow 
of the seaffola. On July 13, 1878, he was 
tried and convicted of murder in the first 
degree, and after the disposal of the subsequent 
motions was sentenced to be hanged Septemper 
6, 1878. The Supreme Court reversed and remand- 
ed thecase April 1, 1879, and the indictment was 
quasbed in favor of anew one, preferred July 15, 
i879. On November 26,!1879, his trial was coneluded 
bv a verdict of guilty, and fora seeoud time he 
was senienced to death, the diate se- 
lected being April 23, 1889. On al 
appeal the case was again reversed and re- 
manded December 8, 1881, and he was tried and 
convicted February 14, 1782, During this trial 
Cireuit Attorney Harris had the wiinesses for the 
defense arrested in open court and, on a motion, 
Judge Laughlin on this ground granted a new 
trial, which resulted in ahother verdict of murder 
in the first degree on February 14, 1883,exactly one 
vear later. The case was affirmed by the Court 
of Appeals June 26, 1885, and by the Supreme 
Court in the early part of last month, when that 
tribunal, having heard the case for the third time, 
sentenced Matt Lewis to pay the penalty of his 
crime on the scuffold to-day. 

Matt Lewis’ jatl life has been almost without in- 
cident worthy of note. He suceeeded to the 
title of “father of the jail’ on the death of Chas. 
F. Kring. During his seven years’ confinement 
he has seen several administrations and execu 
tions, but he always had the name of being an 
obedient, quiet prisoner, avoiding all jars with 
the other inmates of the jail. 

SMALL CROWDS. 

Unlike former exeeutions at the city jail, the 
hanging of Matt Lewis attracted no crowd what- 
ever. Upto within twenty minutes ot the fall of 
the trap there were uot a dozen persons about the 
building.

At 4 o’clock this morning he 
asked permission to speak privately with 
Night Watchman McLean ofthe Four Courts. 
On the night of the murder of Mrs. Lewis, Me- 
Lean was Walking down Market street and saw 
aman, whom he alterwards descriped from the 
Witness-stand as of Lewis’ build and frame ,com- 
ing fromthe hali of 815 Market street. Lewis 
always thought McLean knew of his guilt posi- 
tively, and so stated this morning. When he 
was speaking to McLean aside, he 
said: “Il always thought you knew iI 
kliied my wife until now, when you say you did 
not, have always denied my guilt, but I think, 
to meet bis God peaceably, « man shou'd confess. 
I discovered that my wife was unfaitiiful and I 
went to Washington, Mo, The pvineipal reason 
I make this coufession is to set 
the people of Washington right. They 
were honestly mistaken. I was in Washington 
for eight days before the killing. On the nignt of 
October 12, 1876, I took the train to this city. 1 
intended to take my wif Washington. When 
I called at ihe bouse I fonnda it locked and I went 
hunting after her on the streets. At Eleventh 
street and Christy avenue I discovered her with a 
man named Bolan ,that I had caught in my 
house before. They did not see me. He 
went to Tim Keily’s saloon, 
and Lucas avenue, and brought her out a 
glass of beer. I went away and determined to 
kill both Bolan and my wife that nigut. I killea 
my wife in-the hallway at 6:15 p. m., October 13. I

After the 
battle Osman’s camp and three villages were 
burned. Among the trophies Osman’s Standarg 
was taken, and Tewfik Bey’s recaptured Tus 
British losses are considerably heavier than ag 
first reported. The number killed reaches 1m 
and the wounded i590. Gen. Graham’s forces are 
returning toSuikim. Osman Digma fled to the 
hills, The Arabs retired before the Kigiisa 
slowly and sulleniy. They were defeated bu: not 
put to rout. They walked as if Sauutering 
through a bazar, with their arms folded or 
Swinging at their sides. Many were shot down, 
but this did not hasten their companions’ speed, 
Judges of native character thinik.the Arabs are 0 
allied by family ties that the great loss of life will 
appall them and break their faith in the Mahl 
aud their Sheiks. 

NO PRISONERS TAKEN. 

It was impossivie to take prisoners. The 
wounded Araps would lie motionless without ut. 
tering a single cry or moan, and wateh their 
ehance to stab the advancing British with a kuifa 
or spear. The victors walked among the wounded 
Arabs as among s0 many vipers. A wounded 
Arab kilied a Brftish marine during the night, 
and another attempted to stab Col. Stewart while 
his Aid-de-Camp was giving the wounded man 
Water. Admiral Hewitt to-day sent out a fresh 
circular tothe tribes warning them that if they 
do not obey the summons to submit, the fate of 
the Arabs who ieil at Teb and Tamanieb will 
overtake them.

THE MEXICAN TREATY, 

The ratification of the new treaty with 
Mexico, coming simultaneously with the 
completion of our railway communication 
with the Mexican capital, is bound to havea 
marked effect upon our industries and our 
ecommerce. 

The additional Mexican products 
which this treaty will admit free of duty 
will hardly be felt by any of our protected 
interests. The principal ones are barley, 
beef, coffee, fruits, hemp, hennequin, sisal 
and like grasses, erude india rubber, sugar 
and molasses, quicksilver, leaf tobacco and 
vegetables. The amount of sugar Mexico 
will have to spare for years to come cannot 
affect the market for Louisiana sugars, the 
entire product being less than half the 
Louisiana crop. The hennequin, hemp or 
other fibres we may get from Yueatan will 
compete with fibres we now import, rather 
than with home products. The Mexican to- 
baeco we may get will compete with that of 
Cuba and supply us witha better article of 
cheap cigars without injury to our 
own planting interests. The coffee crop 
of Mexico last year was 17,555,786 pounds, of 
which 8,578,532 pounds were taken by the 
United States. . 

On the other hand this treaty admits to

Mexico from the United States, free of duty, 
merchant iron and steel, agricultural imple- 
ments of all kinds, bricks, books, various 
articles of hardware, cars, wagons and carts, 
coal, clocks, pumps, fruits, fresh fish, houses 
of iron or wood, ice, railway iron, lime, loco- 
motives, marble, precious metals, crude and 
refined petroleum, mining powder, stoves, 
staves, steam engines, sewing machines, 
roofing and paying slates, artisans’ tools, 
printing types, wire and water-pipes, ete., 
which were hitherto excluded in most cases 
by duties absolutely prohibitory.

The entire mer- 
chandise exports of that country five 
years ago, including silver bullion, 
amounted to $18,000,000. Last year the 
bullion exports ran up to $24,250,000, 
and the exports of other commodities to 
$10,000,000. Of the $34,000,000 we took $16,- 
500,000, while Engiand got $17,500,000, But 
in our share was included seven-tenths of all 
the exports other than builion, whereas 
England formerly almost monopolized the 
exports of Mexico. ‘There is every reason to 
believe that the latter’s foreign trade will 
be increased 50 per cent withina year and 
that the United States will handle two- 
thirds of it.

The Distinctive Traits of the People of Both 
Nations.

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Cheong W. Tsang, 
ove of the brightest of the many well-educated 
and intelligent Citnamen here in the foreign 
service, having grown weary of the eonstant at- 
jacks upon the Chinese in this country, has taken 
np the cudgel in their behalf.

NEw YorkK, March 14.—Mrs. J. A. MacGahan, 
widow of the famous war correspondent, lives at 
No, 204 West Fifty-third street, in this city. Some 
time ago Representative H, C. Greener of Perry 
County, Oulo, chairman of the legislative commit- 
tee to consider the practicability of removing the 
remains of the “Bulgarian liberator” from Con- 
stantinople to Ohiog wrote a letter to Mrs. Mac- 
Gahan, asking her if this removal would prove 
agreeable to her. On the 9th inst. she gave her 
consent, and measures are now being taken by 
the Ohio Legislature to perfect arrange- 
ments by which the remains shali be 


brought to this country and interred in Oliio soi 1. 
J. A. MacGanan was born in Perry County, Ohio, 
in 18456. He was the son of Jas MaeGahan, a 
fariner, now deceased, He received a common- 
schoo] education, and dia work upon the farm for 
a number of years, Finally, when about 23 years 
Olid, be determined to take a trip abroad in order 
to study the manners and eustoms of European 
peopie and leary their languages. He went first 
to Brussels, and while their joined the staff of the 
Herald as correspondent during the Franco-

Jauuary 9, 1875, MacGahan died, aged 38, at Con-

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BISMARCK’S PRIVATE LIFE,

A Lover of Nature and a Great 
Reader of Books. 


How “Our Chancellor” is Painted in 
Dr. Buseh’s Book. 


The elosifg chapter of Dr. Busch’s book 
about “Our Chancellor” shows Prinee Bis- 
marek in private life as the poetical/y inclined 
and enthusiastic lover of nature, as husband 
and father, as farmer, hunter, and reader of 
books. Busch says of his domestic life: 

“His wife was born in 1824, and is nine 
years younger than himself. They were 
inarried in 1847. She was the daughter of a 
Pommeranian gentieman of means, Heinrich 
von Puttkammer, whe died full of years, in 
1852. The marriage did not take place with- 
out some hesitation on the part of the 
bride’s parents, particularly of her mother, 
for the reputation of the lover did not prom- 
ise well for the future of a daughter of a 
pious household. The result showed that 
hey were mistaken. 
the wo.er wrote tog@is sister Mathilde von 
Arnim when he obtdined the conseut of the 
Puttkammers, and ‘All right’ he and his 
wife were able tosay to eaeh other when 
they celebrated their silver wedding at 
Varzin, July 28, 1872, and looked back over 
the vears of their marriage, The Princess 
was broughtup in a conservative way, but 
pos-esses an appreciative, lively nature, 
with a good supply of natural wit, and is re- 
fined and tasteful. Very musica! and mis- 
iress of the piano-forte, she is at the time 
a careful and thorough honsekeeper, and, 
iike the noble ladiee of the olden time, she is 
said ta have considerable knowledge of medi- 
cine. With genuine wifely hand she created 
for her husband a happy, orderiv home, and 
then with an understanding miud she shared 
his cares and hopes, even to a certain extent 
those of a political nature, as Bismarck’s 
letters to her show. She is not one of those 
ladies, however, that concern themselves 
with state questions.” 

A particular interest attaches to the notes 
on the Chancellor’s private life, his habits 
and peculiarities Ad views on art and litera- 
ture. Busch narrates how, in 1851, Bismarck 
journeyed from Frankfort to Rudesheim, 
and then and there by moonlight, only his 
eyes and nose above the waters of the Rhine, 
swain to the Mouse Tower at Bingen, where 
the bad Bishop came to grief. When a lien- 
tenant he once jumped into the wacer from 
a bridge at Lippeche , tn Neumark, to res- 
cue his seryant, Hildebrand, at imminent 
risk of his own life. On his return to the 
city a priest came to congratulate him on the 
divine mercy that had been vouchsafed him. 
- Concerning Bismarck as a eard-player, also 
in reference to how h@ sometimes plays in 
diplomatic games, Busch says: 

‘Just before the outbreak of the Bohemian 
war he staked heavy odds On one cari— 
nothing iess than Prussia’s greatness and his 
own fate. But neither in this sense nor the 
ordinary one is he any friend of luckless 
gaming. He has never taken part in Bourse 
manudceuvers, as many another in high office 
has done, in Frauee, Austria and Italy, and 
fora long time he has not teuched a cara. 
When a young man he enjoyed whist, at 
which he sometimes sat full seven trours, 
and played as much as twenty rubbers. 
Games of chance had a fasinpation for him at 
that time of his life also. ‘But’ said he, 
speaking of the matter once, ‘they only in- 
terested me when the stake was high, and 
that would not do for the father of a fam- 


y. 

“Itis true thatin the summer of 1865 he 
took partina game of quinze, but. solely 
with diplomatic lutentions. ‘lt was,’ hegold 
us in Versailles, ‘when I concluded the 
treaty of Gastien with Biome. Although I 
had not played for a long time I played so 
recklessly that the rest could not sufficiently 
wonder at me. But lkuew what L wanted, 
Biome had heard that at quinze one had the 
best of opportunities tostudy human nature 
and he wished totry it. Ithougbt: ‘Now 
you shall find him out,’ Llost $200. As it 
was spentin the service of His Majesty 
however, 1 could afford it. But I misled 
him; he considered me a reckless person and 
was thrown off his guard. * * lt gues 
without saying that Bismarck as diplomat 
maintains a good table, though he dues not 
aliow the simplest thing to be wasted, * * * 
Like Frederick the Great, when in health 
Bismarck is a robust feeder, but. it is to be 
vbserved that as a rule, he eats only ougea 
day, at about 6v’cluck in the evening, and 
that persuns who have to think and study 
intensely need much nourishment. He was 
formerly a great sm ker, so much so that he 
would ‘keep a fire going’ from Cologne to 
Berlin on the railway train, thatis to say he 
lit one cigarafter another. Butafter 1870 he 
denied himself this enjoyment more and 
more, out of regard for his health, the long 
pipe tvuok the place of the fragrant weed, and 
one evening in 1881 he told me he had given 
up smoking altogether, because it did not 
agree with him.” 

Of Bismarck’s knowledge of languages, 
Busch says: 

‘‘As he speaks German without a trace of 
dialect, so, also, he has perfected himself in 
his French to such a degree that a person 
from the higher circie of society in Geneva 
or St. Petersburg could scareely find. any- 
thing in it tv take exception to. He ean lay 
tolerably high ciaiins to mastery of English 
and undersiands Ltalian enough to express 
himself without d.fficulty. He is also ac- 
quainted with the Polish language, and dur- 
ing his brief stay on the Neva he jearued 
enough Russian to converse in that tongue. 
It must have impressed the late Emperor 
Alexander highly when Bismarck first 
answered himin the Moscovian language. 
For a German that is no small matter. 

The Chancellor is not so well up in the 
classical languages asin the modern ones. 
“At one time,” said he, “I could sveak and 
write Latin very well. Now I should find it 
difficult, and Greek I have quite forgotten.” 

We found further that in literature he has 
preference to Gvethe, and that he does not 
udmire Schiller so much beeause that poet 
inclines to a pompous and declamatory style, 
He regards tie apple-shooting episode and 
the contemplated inurder of Gessler in ‘*Wili- 
ium ‘Teli’ as neither natural or heroic. He 
does not think tov highly of the German 
literature of these days, although he “has at 
least taken notice” of the popular romance 
and novels of the time, He has paid more 
aitention to English romances and most of all 
to the French novelists. 

“send mea French novel,”’ he wrote to his 
wife during the Bohemian campaign, ‘but 
only one at a time,” 

Busch considers it doubtful, therefore, 
whether, as reported by an English writer, 
there were ever to be seen “whole heaps” of 
French literature upon the Prince’s table. 

“Formerly it was quite otherwise. In 1852 
he wrote his wife from Vienna: ‘lL have just 
come with old Westmoreland (the Enugish 
Ambassador) from witnessing the opera of 
Don Giovanni, rendered by a gvod Lialian 
trouve, and was doubly impressed with the 
miserableness of the Frankfort Theater.’ I 
do not recall that during the French war or 
since that he has made any mention of the 
stage and its celebrities, though I believe he 
once spoke briefly of the comedian 
Heimerding.” 

In music the Prince takes a more lively 
interest. Hedoes not play on any instru- 
ment, but he likes others to play. Count 
Kayserlingk taught him to prize music dar- 
ing his Berlin student days. His favorite

Af- 
ter the battie at Beaumont I saw him give 
some weary Bavarians cognac out of his own 
flask and divide the contents of his cigar 
case among them. After Sedan he sent me 
with abundant supplies of cigars te the 
wounded in the hospital at Donchery, ré- 
inarking meanwhile: ‘Smokiug will please 
them best; better than eating.’ vere 
times in Versailles he yisited the sick in the 
hospitals, acquainted himself with their 
condition, asked how they were treated and 
had readings given for the entertainment of 
those who were well enough to enjoy them. 
He did not forget either to order from our 
own kitehen an apple dumpling that ene of 
the sick had asked for. He contributed ube 
solicited to a fund some princes and gentle- 
man of means were collecting to give Christ- 
mas presents to the wounded and sick in the 
castle atid other hospitals in the’eity. 

Such is Bismarck in private life, the man 
who dislikes Americans and particularly the 
American hog. There is a sunniness and 
attractiveness about the side of him here 
— up. by Busch thatis pleasant to contem- 
plate. 


GORDON’S FRUGALITY. 


The Tamer of the Soudan’s Disregard 
of Filthy Lucre, 
From the London Telegraph. 


When the letter of the King °of the RBel- 
gian’s reached Gordon, inviting him to take 
charge of the Upper Cangu and to endeavor 
to extirpate slavery there, the general was 
living on the Mount of Olives, studying day 
by day the topography of the Holy Sepul- 
chre. .People may wonder how, haying 
inade preparation for his West African ex- 
pedition, and being on the point of starting 
for the Congo, he could so suddenly alter his 
plans and set forth for the Nile. The facet 
is that Gordon despises “preparations” and 
dispenses with them. When, being returned 
to London from Brussels, he had an inter- 
view before departing for Egypt with a 
friend interested in his mission, a conversa- 
tion of the followinggnature—if notin these 
precise words—took place: 

“Have you got your kit ready, General ?” 

“I have got what I always have. This hat 
is good envugh, and so are these clothes, I 
shall start as 1 am; my boots are quite 
strong.” 

“And how are you off for cash? You must 
have some ready money.” 

“Ah! I forgotit. Yes, I forgotthat! I 
had to borrow five and twenty pounds by 
the by, from the King of the belgians, to 
get over here. Of course 1 must pay this, 
and I shall want a littie more.” 

“How much? Would one or twe thou- 
sand pounds do, in notes ang bills?” 

“Oh, dear, no! 
for myself and Stewart will be enough, 
What on earth do we want more for?” 

‘Thus the frugal hero departed, we believe, 
with »o more than £400 in ready money, bug 
meeting an old aud valued Soudanese 
acquaintance in Cairo, who was very 
poorly off, Gordon conid not resist 
the claims of “auld lang syne”’—eyen 
when he played on the black keys—and lent 
or gave his old African friend the greater 
pact of his traveling money. He has a ways 
shown a similar contempt for that whieh is 
the object of so many desires. At one time 
in his checkered life he possessed, we be- 
lieve, a sum of £8,000, and an intimate 
friend pressed him to place it in safety at 
proper interest. Gordon replied he himseif 
could take all due care of it, but the sum be- 
eaine redued to £2,000 by secret charities 
and benefactions within a year, and six 
months after that his friend discovered that 
oniy £30 remained of the original amount.: 
The rest had gone to “the poor and him that 
hath no helper.” 

It might be thought that this generous na- 
ture had for its background of support a ro- 
bust and almost rude good health. The cen- 
trary is strangely the case. Gen. Gordon ig 
amartyr to some obscyre form of heart 
disease, which has compelled him to re- 
linquish the solace of smoking, and ofttimes 
alimiost prostrates him.

A Talk With the Great German 
Naturalist.

His Views Upon America and American 
Institutions — Darwinism and His 
Opinion of It—Lectures at the Ger- 
mania Club, 


Dr, Alfred Edmund Brehm has arrived in this 
city to deliver three lectures at the Germania 
Ciub, the dates of which are given below. 
Dr. Brehm 1s the greatest German naturalist 
living. He was born in February, 1829, studied at 
the Universities of Jenaand Leipsic, and at an 
early age developed a worderful taste and talent 
for the study of the natural sciences, 


Among his early labors was the laying out of the 
zoological gardens at Bremen and Hamburg, two 
ofthe largest in the world. In his search for 
knowledge he journeyed alone through Siberia 
in 1878, and, in company with the 
Prince of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, he ex- 
plored portions of the unknown wilds 
of Africa. In addition to this be has visited Nor- 
way and Sweden, Gre@hiand, Lapiand and the 
couvtries of the North. He came to this country 
about two months ago to deliver a series of leci- 
ures on Aniinal Life and his travels in Siberia, 
Asia and Africa. Dr. Brebm has written a 
number of works during his 
active rccareer of traveling, many 
of which are considered authorities on the sub 
jects treated. They deal mostly with animals and 
animal life in the forest. His chief work 1s eu- 
titiea “Brehim’s Tierleben.” Dr. Brehm is pow 
55 vears old, hale and hearty and a good talker. He 
will deliver three iectures while in St. Louts, 
the first one to-night at the Germania Club, kignth 
and Gratiot streets, on ““The Migration of Birds,’’ 
Sunday night his subject will be “‘[raveis in S- 
beria,” and on Tuesaday he will speak on the 
“Characteristios of Monkeys and Apes.” Dr, 
Brehm is a firm believe: in Darwinism, and his 
leciures cannot but be both interesting aad in- 
structive.

Brehm this morning in bis room at Koetter’s ho- 
tel.He said he had been in this coudatry sine? Jan- 
uarv last and had visited most of tue large Cteies 
in tae North and East. 

“What was the main object of your visit, Doc- 
tor? 

*L came to inspect the Smithsonian Institute at 
Washington and ine similar insiitutious of other 
cities. was very much pleased withthe Smita- 
sonian Institute, and think it compares favorably 
with the largest museums of the kind in the 
world. The professors who have charge of itl 
foundto be an unusually well educated set ol 
gentlemen.” 

“You have lectured everywhere you have been, 
have you nut?” 

“Yes; in all the large cities. 

“What were you subjects?” 

Syma | have but one—‘Animals and Animal 
Liie.”’ bave devoted my entire life to the study 
of zoology, and all my travels have« been with a 
view to lucreasiug my knowledge in that direc- 
tion. 

‘Was that what induced you to go to Siberia?” 

‘Yes.’ 

“Is it as cold ana barren there as is generally 
reported?” 

“By uo means, You see, Siberia isan immense 
countsy. The Czar has a private domain in Si- 
beria &s large as the Kingdom of Prnssia. As to 
the elimate, 1 found it colder iu Michigan than in 
Siberia.”

I was passing through Sibe- 
ria ouce Witu tue Governor of one of the prov- 
inces, wheu we came upon one of these litile 
Villages. ‘These people,’ said he, ‘have been 
here for twenty-tive years, ana we knew uothing 
of it until three years ugo. You can form some 
idea by this of the vastness of the country. It is 
not such a desert, how ever, a8 people suppose.” 
“Are you a believer in Darwimism, Decior?”’ 
“Well, it is Certainly a very plausivie doctrine, 
but as a s¢ievtixst, you know, 1 have 
no beliefs. Everything must ve proved 
lo 4 Mathematical certaimiy belore I can adopt it. 
AS a theory it is excelent and ably supported.” 
“When do you return?” 

“I intended to go larther west, but formrivate rea- 
sons Lain tompeiied to return howe trom here.” 
“You live tn Berlin, L believe?” 

“Yes; and I consider Berlin the intellectual 
center of the world,’’

Later on it was ex- 
tended to $4,000,000, and §1,000,000 was appropri- 
ated atthe time. As the building stands how, 
however, it cost $6,030,000. The building was 
commenced April 18, 1673, under the direction of 
Thomas Waish. He -was succeeded by John 
Gibson, January 4, 1878. H. G. Isaaes relieved 
him July 1, 1878,and on February 1, 1880,Alex Cam- 
erou assumed control aad has always remained 
in charge since. The building was turned over 
to Major Whitney on November 1, 1883. 

The dimenstons of the buiiding . are 
248 by 193 feet. The Olive 
and Locust streets pavilion fronts are 83 feet 
long, Fromithe deck of the dome floor to sub- 
basement floor itis 188 feet. The total height of 
the building from the basement fluor to the top 
of the dome is 240 feet.

Denser Population and Greater Wealth 
Along That Line—How St. Louis Can 
Tap the Fast Train to Advantage-- 
Prospect of Parallel Fast Mail Routes. 


The extraordinary facilities in the way of rapid 
transmission of letters and newspapers afforded 
Chicago by the fast mail train froin New York to 


sueh preponderating advantages over otner great 
cities of the west that the question is generally 
askea, why 680 great a boom should 
be extended to one city and de- 
nied to another equally deserving of 
it. A PostT-DISPATCH reporter called this morn- 
ing upon Mr. Db.
